Aeronaut Who Is Called by Friends 
Successor. to Santos-Dumont, Will 
Try His Machine Here Not Alone 
for Prize, But for-Honor.

PRELIMINARY FLIGHT TO 
BE MADE IN A FEW DAYS 


Francois’ Airship, When Tested in 
France, Is Said to Have Performed 
Marvelous Feats and Much Is Ex 

pected in St. Louis Trials. 


M. Hippolyte Francols,. to whom hig 
friends pay tribute as the new “king of 
the air,"’ and the successor of Santos-Dv- 
mont to that royal title, has come to 8t. 
Louis to fly. 

Not for the $100,000 prize that the World's 
Fair offers—non! But—for the glory of 
France. . 

BH. Francois has his airship with him— 
almost. It is not in the gigantic aerodrom? 
which once was the sheiter and then the 
execution chamber of the Santos-Dumont 
No. VII, but stored away in a. bourgeoise 
express car somewhere in the railroad 
yards.’ It will be at the aerodrome later 
on, 

And a guard will be placed about it! M. 
Francois will take no chances; and he who 
gets. within reach of the Francois airship 
will have more trouble than he who gets 
past the files of secret service men who 
hedge about the person of the President 
of the United States. 

M. Francois is apprehensive. He believes 
that Santos-Dumont was not a party to 
the destruction of the No. VII and he 
fears that the same sharp knives that made 
ribbons of that famous machine may make 
shreds of his own ship of the air if they 
get a chance. Therefore he does not pro- 
pose to allow them to get the chance. 
M. Francois hopes to have his machine 
set up and ready for a preliminary flight 
early next week. He does not prémise 


preparatory. For the main contest—for the | 
flight that he will take when his machine 
fs ready—he promises mu#h.

Demonstrated in France. 
The Francois airship has been tried in 
France, and its inventor and the six loyal 
friends who are with him say it has done 
all that has been asked of it. It has 
soared to great heights with the ease of 
a bird—has answered the helm at every 
turn and half-turn; it has dipped and risen, 
halted and started, at the will of the 
steersman. And when the electric motor 
which furnishes its power has been put to 
the work the machine has darted through 
the alr at the rate of 20 yards a second. 
M. Francois has built his airship along 
Santos-Dumont Hnes. There is a mammoth 
cigar-shaped balloon, ribbed and netted ; 
and from it hangs a basket wherein is the 
motor, to which are attached the great 
propeller fans. In general appearance it is 
not materially different from a Dumont 
machine. = 
There !s a vast difference, however. ac- 
cording to the statements of M. Francois 
and it is chiefly in the motor and the car. 
The motor is the @ eat 
secret—one which M. Francois would }not 
reveal, even though he should be put to! 
the torture, he says, The cerrying capatity 
is 4000 pounds—much, more, he claims. than 
any previously built airship was ever Cap- 
abie of lifting.

James Bryce, author of the “American 
Commonwealth,”’ recognized as one of the 
most notable contributions to the political 
literature of the age, and a member of 
the English Parllament from Aberdeen, 
Scotland, delivered a brilliant lecture in 
the Educational building at the World's 
Fair Thursday evening on the sybject of 
‘“‘National :Administration."’ 

Briefly Mr. Bryce held that there can 
be no ideal or even remotely perfect sys- 
ter of government, so long as political in- 
fluence permeates the public service.

OF HIS. BROTHER 


Charles F. Moench, Who Drank Acid 
in Tower Grove Park, Grew Melan- 
choly Over Bereavement. 


Charles Moench, a railroad clerk, who 
took his life in Tower Grove Park Thurs- 
day by drinking carbolic acid, as told in 
late editions of the Post-Dispatch, will be 
buried Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock in 
Bellefontaine Cemetery. Ile will be buried 
beside his j,rother, to wnom he was at- 
tached with more than brotherly atYection 
during the latter’s lifetime. 

For more than six months Charles 
Moench has worried y and night over 
the death of his brother, Gustavus Moench, 
who ended his life by leaping into the Mis- 
Sissippi river. 

Since then, friends of the two say, Charles 
has never been the same. He has talked 
continually of his brother's death, and the 
latter was seldom out of his thoughts. 
While he was employed, Charles Moench 
was able to think of other things, but for 
the past three months he has béen without 
work. 

Those with whom they were associated 
noted the great affection between the 
brothers, and noticed that after the death 
of Gustavus, Charles was often melancholy, 
but It had néver occurred to them that he 
would seek death in a like manner.

WINNER 
iN HARD BATTLE 


Chicago Lightweight Defeated Dick 
Green in Gruelling Fight at 
West End Club Last Night. 


GREEN A GAME, TOUGH FIGHTER 


Though Badly Beaten Throughout His 
Bulldog Courage Kept Him on 
His Feet to the Close. 


After one of the toughest fights of the 
year, Jack O'Keefe of Chicago was given 
a hard-earned decision over Dick Green of 
Chicago at the close of their 15-round bout 
in the main event of the boxing show at 
the West End Club Thursday night. 

Fred Cole of Indianapolis won from 
Frankie Howe of Chicago in the second 
round of the preliminary, Howe being 
ugain disqualified for foul fighting. Nic 
Santoro won from Dummy Schneck in the 
fourth round of the schedule eight-round 


semi-windup. 

In the main event the St. Louls crowd 
saw the gamest man that has fought at 
the West End Club for some time. After 
the first round few of the spectators at 
the ringside believed that the fight would 
go five rounds. O'Keefe was the faster 
and the harder puncher of the two, and he 
jumped into his man with both arms 
pumping. Green was unable to counter 
effectively and dM not land a sincere punch 
in, the first three minutes. 

The second and third rounds were repeti- 
tions of the first, but the real feature of 
the fight was not yet apparent. Green 
was great at blockingywith his jaw and 
stomach-—but he was greater at boring fn 
for more every time O’Keefe swung both 
hands into his face and body. 

By the close of the fifth round lack of 
condition was telling badly on O'Keefe, and 
he was tired from his own exertions in 
trying to quiet his tough antagonist. In 
the sixth the crowd was up and yelling for 
Green, when he suddenly developed some 
clever aggressiveness and sent a straight 
left repeatedly into O'Keefe’s face until 
§ ood trickled down from his nostrils. 
Throughout the fight Green did his most 
effective work in the straight exchanges. 
His hooks and swings lacked. force entirely 
after his early beatmg, but once or twice 
& round-hand swing landed on O'Keefe 
with enough steam to jar him. The crowd 
cheered for Green round after round, and 
up to-the twelfth he was holding his own. 

In the twelfth the terrible beating he had 
taken began telling heavily. and in the thir- 
teenth O'Keefe sailed in in a last desperate 
effort to end things with a knockout. He 
pounded and slugged his man al] over the 
ring, but he could not put him down and 
the crowd was up in its chairs ‘pulling’ 
for the beaten man to stay the limit. 

In. the fourteenth round he was all but 
out.

A few years ago the fruit-growers of 
California, or at any rate in many of 
the small towns and villages, realized 
that they were getting little for their 
crops; they also realized that they were 
peving far too much*for the supplies 
which they needed to conduct their busi- 
ness and to live. They formed co-operative 
societies. They banded together to sell their 
produce as one man; they bought their 
supplies by the wholesale for themselves. 


Last year 4 societies on the Roch- 


ing societies from Dos Palos, Santa Rosa, 
Sacramento, Oakland and so on through 
all the California centers, did a business 
amounting to over $15,000,000, They have 
formed for themselves a wholesale 680- 
clety in San Francisco. 


In the state of Washington there are over 
24 successful co-operative societies ‘operat- 
ing on the same lines, and in such centers 
as Seattie there are co-operative retail 
store with branch establishments in dif- 
ferent parte of the city. 

In Kansas there are 36 successful co- 
operative store now in full blast. 

In lowa there are hundreds of co-opera- 
tive creameries, and attention has been 
already drawn all over the country to the 
wonderful achievement’ of the Rockwell 
Co-operative Society, formed of farmers, 
with a membership of a few hundred, at 
$10 apiece, which did a business last year 
of $300,000, or, as they figure it, both ways, 
buying and selling, a business of §600,(00, 
and at a cost of less than 1 per cent. This 
society has, In fact, done $5,000,000 worth of 
business in the last four or five yeare, but 
it is only in the last year that it has 
operated a great distributive store.

Cause Arctic Explorers to Brave 
Extreme Hardships.

ant Commander Robert E. Peary, afc- 
itic explorer and lecturer, and those
